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First  Vertical  Launch  of  Tomahawk 
Successful 

Tomahawk  T-18  was  successfully  launched  on 
September  13  from  a  ground-based  vertical  launcher  at 
San  Nicolas  Island.  This  was  the  first  time  Tomahawk 
has  been  launched  vertically. 

All  major  objectives  were  met,  including  ignition  of 
the  solid-propellant  boost  motor,  vertical  launch  and 
vehicle  control,  and  mid-air  start  of  the  turbofan  sus- 
tainer  engine. 

Equipped  with  an  anti-ship  missile  guidance  set  with 
an  active  radar  seeker,  T-18  flew  a  successful  long- 
range,  over-the-horizon,  target  acquisition  flight  against 
a  target  ship  located  off  the  coast. 

Yesterday’s  flight  was  the  47th  Tomahawk  flight  and 
the  fifth  from  a  ground  platform.  We  have  made  28 
flights  from  the  wing  of  a  Navy  A-6  aircraft,  13  from 
underwater,  and  1  from  a  ship-motion  simulator. 
Tomahawk  missiles  have  now  accumulated  about  41 
hours  of  free  flight,  during  which  they  have  flown 
almost  18,000  miles. 

Atlas/Centaur-53  to  Launch  Astronomy 
Observatory  September  1 9 
Atlas/Centaur-53  is  scheduled  to  launch  the  high-energy 
astronomy  observatory  (HEAO-C)  from  Cape 
Canaveral  at  10  p.m.,  PDT,  on  September  19.  HEAO-C 
will  perform  an  all-sky  survey  of  cosmic  rays  and 
gamma  rays. 

The  HEAD,  a  three-mission  project,  places  scientific 
payloads  into  circular,  low-altitude  (260  to  290  nautical 
miles)  earth  orbits.  In  the  program,  celestial  high-energy 
radiaton  sources  will  be  located,  identified,  and  analyz¬ 
ed.  Comprehensive  sets  of  high-energy  radiaton  data 
will  be  collected  from  supernovae,  neutron  stars, 
nebulae,  and  quasars. 

The  HEAO-A  mission,  successfully  launched  12 
August  1977,  conducted  an  all-sky  survey  of  radiation 
ranging  from  soft  x-rays  to  higher-energy  gamma  rays. 
The  HEAO-B  mission,  launched  13  November  1978,  is 
an  x-ray  pointing  mission  with  a  high  resolution 
telescope.  Using  source  data  from  HEAO-A,  the 
telescope  accurately  locates  and  acquires  detailed  radia¬ 
tion  data.

New  Profile  Milling  Machine 

The  Convair  Division’s  newest  major  machining  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  checked  out  and  turned  over  to  the 
Machine  Shop  (Dept.  015)  for  production  proofing.  The 
six-by-five  dual  gantry  Cincinnati  Profiler  is  a  major  ad¬ 
vance  in  our  ability  to  do  profile  milling,  the  carving  of 
complicated  shapes,  and  a  significant  investment  by 
General  Dynamics  in  the  future  of  the  Convair  Division. 

The  new  machine  is  located  at  Plant  19  in  building  1. 
It  is  an  impressive  machine  as  can  be  seen  in  the 
photograph.  The  bed,  where  the  parts  are  held  while 
they  are  machined,  is  90  feet  long,  allowing  our 
machinists  to  do  milling  in  five  axes  on  parts  up  to  60 
feet  long.  The  long  bed  means  we  will  be  able  to  operate 
both  gantries  while  unloading  finished  parts  or  setting 
up  new  ones.

They  used  optical  aligning 
tools  to  hold  accuracies  to  a  few  thousandths  of  an  inch. 
After  the  templates  were  all  installed  and  precisely  align¬ 
ed,  the  pattern  makers  installed  a  wire  mesh  and  then 
plastered  over  the  mesh.  With  a  straight  edge,  they 
smoothed  the  plaster  down  to  the  template  surfaces  to 
form  the  precise  surface  shape.

Over  the  past  five  years,  the  Convair  Division  has  seen 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  women  employees  and  a 
change  in  the  kinds  of  positions  they  hold. 

The  number  of  females  has  climbed  from  approxi¬ 
mately  1,1 10  in  December,  1974,  to  1,700  today.  This  is 
roughly  a  50  percent  increase  and  brings  the  female 
population  to  about  18  percent.  Today,  women  are  a 
vital  part  of  the  Convair  team  in  almost  all  work  areas. 
In  professional  and  technical  positions,  there  are  three 
times  as  many  women  as  in  1974.  The  category  of  hour¬ 
ly  manufacturing  personnel  is  up  75  percent.  Look 
around  you.  You’ll  see  women  who  are  administrators, 
secretaries,  and  supervisors  .  .  .  accountants, 
engineers,  and  scientists  .  .  .  inspectors,  machine 
operators,  guards,  and  production  assemblers.

Convair  Parts  Key  in  Recently  Launched  Magsat 
The  Magnetic  Field  Measurement  Satellite  (Magsat) 
recently  launched  into  low  earth  orbit  from  Vandenberg 
Air  Force  Base  includes  several  key  structural  com¬ 
ponents  designed  and  built  at  Convair. 

The  Ma  tional  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 
spacecraft  will  be  mainly  used  by  the  U.S.  Geological 
Survey,  though  a  total  of  32  investigations  made  by 
several  U.  S.  agencies  and  eight  foreign  nations  are 
associated  with  that  primary  use.  Specific  Magsat  pro¬ 
gram  goals  are  to  more  accurately  describe  the  earth’s 
magnetic  field,  provide  data  for  magnetic  field  model 
and  charts,  and  complete  a  global  magnetic  anomaly 
map.  Magsat  will  help  identify  large-scale  variations  in 
the  geological  and  geophysical  characteristics  of  the 
earth’s  crust  and  in  turn  aid  in  planning  mineral  and 
petroleum  exploration . 

While  this  is  a  iow-cost  program,  the  precision  needed 
for  Magsat  to  make  detailed  measurements  required 
using  the  most  advanced  technology.  A  precision  op¬ 
tical  bench  made  of  thermally  stable  graphite/cpoxy  and 
constructed  at  Convair  under  contract  with  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  Applied  Physics  Lab  holds  two  star 
cameras  that  provide  accurate  attitude  information.  We 
also  made  the  twenty-foot-long,  extendable,  scissor- 
shaped  boom,  which  supports  Magsat i  magnetometers 
and  a  precision  sun  sensor,  and  a  magnetometer  support 
plate.  These  components  are  also  made  from  graphite/ 
epoxy  material.  The  technology  gained  from  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  now  being  applied  toward  advanced  large  space 
structures.  In  operation  in  space,  beams  of  infrared 
light  from  the  main  spacecraft  body  are  aimed  at  mir¬ 
rors  on  the  end  of  the  sensor  boom,  and  the  reflected 
beams  are  picked  up  at.  the  spacecraft’s  optical  bench 
area,  where  they  are  converted  into  measurements  of 
relative  displacement  in  pitch,  roll,  and  yaw  between  the 
optical  bench  and  the  sensor  platform, 

Convair  engineers  and  technicians  from  several 
departments  worked  on  this  program,  including  Com¬ 
posite  Sti  ucf.ures  (646-0) ,  Advanced  Structural  Design 
(673-0),  Structures  Analysis  (681-0),  and  Organics  & 
Composites  (631-0).  Witnessing  the  launch  at  Vanden- 
berg  were  Mike  Varlas  (631),  program  manager,  and 
Bruce  Boston  (681),  chief  engineer.

T17 
successfully  made  the  transition  from  boost  to  cruise 
and  flew  a  fully  guided  test  flight  over  the  ocean.  After 
deployment  of  the  recovery  parachute,  T17  was 
recovered  at  San  Clemente  Island*.  Ti7’s  flight  marks 
more  than  41  hours  of  flight,  with  launches  from  air¬ 
craft,  submarines,  and  shore-based  platforms.

The  point  is  that  now,  while  you  read  this,  it’s  before 
the  accident.  You’re  still  the  employee  in  charge;  it’s  all 
in  your  hands.  Which  is  it  going  to  be:  “captain  of  your 
soul,”  or  “slave  to  suffering  damage  and  disability?”
